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DETAILED ACTION 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a bone conduction speaker device in a foam padded enclosure. Independent claim 1 
identifies the uniquely distinct feature of a receiver with a plurality of spaced apart photo- 
acceptors mounted on the fringe of an elastic cushioning body for receiving and demodulating an 
infrared signal into a sound signal and supplying the sound signal to a bone conduction speaker 
mounted in the elastic cushioning body shaped as a pad in combination with all the disclosed 
limitations of claim 1. The prior art fails to anticipate or render the independent claims obvious.
